Gail to revive 
waterways 
for business 
and pleasure

A renewed appeal to the Gov¬ 
ernment to finance and encour¬ 
age the restoration and develop¬ 
ment oF Britain’s waterways, for 
commercial as well as recrea¬ 
tional use, i$ made in a report 
published today by die Inland 
Waterways Association. 

The report points out that, 
despite a long history of decay 
and neglect, there are still 
3,100 miles of navigable water¬ 
ways, penetrating almost every 
county in England, Scotland and 
Wales. An inter-linked web 
stretches from Ripon in North 
Yorkshire to Goda lining in 
Surrey, and from Boston on the 
shore of the Wash to Llangollen 
in north Wales. 

Some 70,000 registered craft 
use the waterways, together 
with several hundred thousand 
yachts, sailing dinghies, canoes 
and rowing boats. Rivers and 
canals are used to supply reser¬ 
voirs and coooling wacer for 
industry, and to drain and 
irrigate agricultural land. They 
provide rich and varied habi¬ 
tats for wildlife, and attract 
more than one million anglers. 

An estimated 22,500 jobs are 
directly dependent upon the 
waterways, which in 1974 
carried more rhan three billion 
tonne-kilometres of freight. Yet 
despite their attraction in terms 
of fuel conservation and 
cheaper transport costs, and the 
example of other countries in 
Europe, successive govern¬ 
ments have withheld support. 

“ This 200-year-old system 
has suffered from, neglect and 
abuse, with its continued sur¬ 
vival still in question ”, the .re¬ 
port states. 

The Fraenkel report, pub¬ 
lished m 1977, showed a' main¬ 
tenance backlog of ■ £60tru of 
which only £25m has been 
promised over the next five 
years. 

The IWA report suggests that 
the Government should accept 
overall responsibility for im¬ 
proving and maintaining the 
water wav system; that more 
■ise should be made of the larser 
waterways, for carrying freight; 
that the public right of naviga¬ 
tion should be restored; that 
research should be undertaken 
into possible use for water stor¬ 
age. supply, distribution and 
drainage, and that the entire 
system should be considered as 
a linear national park. 

“ Waterways are neither stag¬ 
nant ditches of a blighted urban 
wasteland, nor a plavground for 
ihe rich ", it says. “ They should 
form a very large commercial 
undertaking, with vast scope for 
both commerce and pleasure 
and thus for investment and em¬ 
ployment, as well as being a 
unique aspect of our national 
heritage.”

Forgers do not confine their 
attention to -works of art and 
banknotes. An article in 
January’s issue of The Monthly 
Review, the journal of the Insti¬ 
tute of Trading Standards 
Administration, claims that 
forgers are robbing manufac¬ 
turers and consumers of millions 
of pounds by forging swear- 
sbirts, sports bags, perfumes 
and tins of salmon. 

Mr D. J. Baker, principal 
trading standards officer with 
the London borough of Tower 
Hamlets, says trademark forge¬ 
ries are on the increase. They

Pope warns 
world of 
nuclear war 
disaster

The Pope today made his 
contribution to the “ Apoca¬ 
lypse Now v style of thinking 
with his estimate that only 200 
of the estimated 50,000 nuclear 
bombs in existence need he 
used, to destroy most of the big¬ 
gest cities in the world. 

During his homily at the 
Mass for New Year’s Day, he 
said be had recently received 
a scientific evaluation of the 
immediate coaseqnencies of a 
nuclear war. The pricipal find¬ 
ings were that between 50 and 
200 million people would die 
from immediate or indirect 
effects of nuclear explosions; 
resources of food would be 
drastically reduced because of 
the radioactive residue in agri¬ 
cultural land; there would be 
dangerous generic changes in 
human beings, flora and fauna; 
and changes iu the ozone belt 
of the atmosphere would leave 
men exposed to unknown fac¬ 
tors prejudicial to life. Finally, 
in a city devastated by a 
nuclear explosion tbe destruc¬ 
tion of all urban services and 
the terror provoked by the 
disaster would impede all help 
to the inhabitants, creating z 
terrible nightmare. 

It was urgent, tbe scientists 
had told him, that people 
should not close their eyes u 
what an atomic war could 
represent for humanity. 

The Pope added that such 
reflections brought the ques¬ 
tion : Can we continue along 
this road? The reply, he felt, 
was dear. He saw the essential 
key to peace as the difficult 
problem of rebuilding recipro¬ 
cal confidence. 

After the Mass the Pope 
addressed a crowd in St Peter's 
Square and was more specific 
about his fears implicit in his 
homily of a possible outbreak 
of war. He spoke of increasing 
tension during the last few 
weeks and, in particular, the 
past few days, particularly in 
Asia. He was presumably 
referring to the Afghanistan 
situation among others.

Ratepayers accuse water 
authority of wasting money

Tbe accounts of the largest 
water authority in Britain will 
again be the subject of a public 
'inquiry tomorrow after claims 
that public money has been 
wasted. 

The Thames Water Authority 
will be asked by Reading Rate¬ 
payers Association Why it 
spent nearly £400 on tickets for 
the ■ Stewards’- Enclosure - at 
Henley Royal Regatta. There are 
a number of other objections 
to its 1977-78 accounts: 

The association also* objects 
to the authority’s expenditure 
of £3,400 a month on a house 
newspaper, to a 58 per cent 
subsidy on canteen meals at-its 
offices , in Reading and to the 
spending of -£2. a copy on 
annual reports. 

Mr Roland Rench,. chairman 
of the association, said ; “ Com¬ 
pared with, the .TWA’s budget 
the sums may not amount to 


much, but it is the principle 
which is important. 

“In our view they cannot 
justify spending £384 to enable 
57 people to enjoy themselves, 
at the public’s expense, watch¬ 
ing the regatta from tbe top 
enclosure. It is pouring money 
down the drain.” 

The objections will be heard 
by Mr AJex Kappler, the dis¬ 
trict auditor. The authority will 
be represented during the two 
day proceedings by Queen’s 
Counsel. 

Mr Kappler will also hear 
objections from Mr Reginald 
Holland, a former employee of 
the authority. He is asking why 
the authority’s farming activi¬ 
ties Incurred a loss of £232,000 
in 1977-78. 

In previous years Mr 
Bolland has objected to many 
aspects of the authority’s spend¬ 
ing. including giving cheap 
mortgages to staff and sending 
members and their wives on 
trips abroad. 


Lower rate of income tax 
cuts charities’ revenue

The lowering of the rate oE 
income tax in the last Budget 
has reduced the income from 
covenants of voluntary organi¬ 
zations and charities, a fiscal 
working party set up by the 
National Council of Social 
Service reports today. 

The report, which makes 

f iroposals for tax reforms in 
avour of charities, has been 
sent to Sir Geoffrey Howe, QC, 
Chancellor of tbe Exchequer, in 
the hope that he will reflect its 
recommendations in his next 
Budget. 

The overall income of chari¬ 
ties could be increased by £25m 
a year, it says, by changing the 
law relating to covenants. 

Charities can recover tax at 
the rate of 30 per cent onlv on 
paymenrs made under a deed 
of covenant, but account should 
be taken, tbe report says, of 
the fact that many covenantors 


at a higher 


pay income tax 
rate. 

It proposes that an average 
rate of 45 per cent should oe 
recognized. 

“ If charities were permitted 
to recover income tax at this 
rate instead of 3Q per cent then 
the annual income of charities 
overall would be increased by 
£25m, an increase of one eighth 
on tbeir present total income 
of £2,000m. The National 
Trust would receive an addi¬ 
tional £540,000, Dr Barnardo’s 1 
£35,000 and the Church of 
England £6m. 

The recent increase in value- 
added tax has increased the 
cost of running a voluntary 
organization, but local authori¬ 
ties, under section 16 of the 
1972 Finance Act, are outside 
the scope of VAT, the report 
says. It is proposed that 
charities should he treated in 
the same wav.

President Giscard 
braces the French

In an unusually sombre tone. 
President Giscard d’Escaing, 
last night admitted during a 
television broadcast, that there 
was a risk of war. France, he 
said, was also threatened by an 
economic crisis due to the 
latest increase in oil prices. 

But it was better armed to 
withstand it than in 1973, being 
“stronger and more realistic”. 

The President emphasized 
that France was living through 
a rime “ when tbe world 
balance rests on the capacity 
of self control of a bandful of 
leaders. I hope their wisdom 
will prevail.”

Physiology: Smoking and emphysema

Smokers are well known to be 
particularly prone to emphysema 
and similar lung diseases," and 
research is beginning to reveal 
the scientific basis o? tbeir vul¬ 
nerability. Studies reported From 
the United States strongly suggest 
that' snoldng upsets -the chemical 
balance between essential destruc¬ 
tive and protective components of 
the fluid lining the respiratory 
tract. 

Emphysema, which often 
accompanies advanced bronchitis, 
is characterised by the destruction 
of the compartments, or alveoli, 
of tbe air sacs in the lungs, with 
the loss of the vital surfaces on 
which carbon dioxide Is exchanged 
for oxygen. Enzymes are thought 
to be responsible for the destruc¬ 
tion by attacking the fibrous pro¬ 
tein material which gives the 
alveoli their shape sad elasticity- 
Such ' enzymes, known as pro¬ 
teases. are a necessary part of 
metabolism, but usually In the 
lungs they arc rendered harmless 
by tbe action of and pro teases.

dent Brezhnev that with con¬ 
tinued Soviet help Afghanistan 
would overcome all difficulties. 

The Russians have announced 
only that a - 44 limited Soviet 
mihtary contingent * was* sent 
to Afghanistan to be used exclu¬ 
sively to repel armed inter¬ 
ference from oucside. The forces 
would be withdrawn when they 
were no longer needed, the 
Soviet press has said. 

In a telegram to Mr Brezh¬ 
nev, published today by Tass 
news agency. President Karmal 
expressed nis ** profound and 
heartfelt gratitude" to the 
Soviet leadership for their con¬ 
gratulations “in connexion 
with my election to the party 
and government posts.” 

Mr Brezhnev sent a con¬ 
gratulatory message, as he did 
to Mr KannaTs precedessor, 
Hafizullah Amin, immediately 
after the coup. 

Mr Karmal said Afghanistan 
would rely on its. people to 
uphold the gains of the April 
revolution — that last year 
brought Marxists to power—as 
well as Afghan sovereignty and 
national pride. 

The Russians have made no 
public reply to American ac¬ 
cusations that Mr Brezhnev did 
not tell President Carter the 
truth about the Soviet role in 
the coup. 

' But over the New Year holi¬ 
day the Soviet leadership 
accused the United States of 
backing the Muslim rebels and 
said that “ imperialist interfer¬ 
ence w had jeopardized the 
existence of the Afghan repub¬ 
lic, and directly threatened the 
Soviet Union itself.

Defence and Economy 
Ministers of Islamic nations to 
deride on “ appropriate ” meas¬ 
ures against communist aggres¬ 
sion.

Dr Waldheim was met at 
Mehrabad international airport 
by Mr Sadeq Qotbzadeh, tile 
Foreign Minister, rad was 
whisked away under tight 
security to a Tehran hoteL 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman 
announced later that Dr Wald¬ 
heim would have a first round 
of talks with Mr Qotbzadeh 
tomorrow morning. 

There has been' no official 
announcement on whether 
Ayatollah Khomeini intends ro 
receive Dr Waldheim but a 
member of his household quoted 


him this week as saying lie did 
not intend such a meeting. 

The students at the embassy 
have also said they will not 
meet Dr Waldheim or allow him 
to see the hostages unless 
specifically ordered to do so by 
tiie Ayatouah. 

Dr Waldheim said his visit 
would last several days. The

Sanctions facing Iran if 
hostages not released

Economics Society of Thailand 
dnd Kasetsart University, the 
seminar indicated that nope of 
tiie Government’s development 
plans designed to help the farm¬ 
er would solve any of ids funda¬ 
mental problems, rad it urged 
more private participation, 
especially by commercial hanks, 
in improvement programmes. 

Thailand’s biggest-seiling 
newspaper, Thai Rath, reported 
recently that many rural people, 
bewildered by their financial 
plight, were turning for help ro 
superstitious practices, consult¬ 
ing mediums rad offering trib¬ 
utes at shrines and to s ta p les . 

Agricultural development is 
generally recognized as a pre¬ 
requisite for Thailand’s pros¬ 


perity and political stability, but' 
the World Bank recently gave a 
warning that no expansion of 
cash-crop cultivation could be 
expected in the next 15 years 
because available land has been 
limited by urban and industrial 
growth and soil erosion. 

.'Agricultural production wiH 
-increase by only 1 per cent in . 
1980, according to Government 
forecasts, while rice—which 
accounts for 40 per cent of total 
production—will decline by 10 
pm - cent. 

Drought and higher fuel 
prices, winch are holding back 
irrigation, mechanization and. 
the use of fertilizers, are the 
main causes of the expected fall 
in rice production. Thailand, 
whose rice farmers use on- an 
acreage basis about one-fifth of 
the amount of fertilizers em¬ 
ployed by framers in industria¬ 
lized countries, has the lowest 
yield per unit area of ray major 
rice exporter. 

Thai and all Asian agriculture 
is vulnerable to oil price rises, 
and for that reason alone it 
seems tiie rural population’s 
hardships wiH increase with the 
price of oil. 

At least 700,000 rural families 


are landless and form a huge 
reserve of unemployed. _ Mini¬ 
mum wages are often ignored, 
as in some northern rad north¬ 
eastern provinces any wage will 
find workers. 

Almost • two-thirds of pre¬ 
school children suffer from 
mourn moon, according to Gov¬ 
ernment statistics, with the 
rate well above average in rural 
areas. 

Some '20,000 separate agricul¬ 
tural development projects 
monitored by computer from the 
Prime Minister’s office in 
Bangkok have been initiated or 
continued during the “Year of 
the Farmer”. Critics of tiie 
Government concede there has 
been no neglect of farmers* 
problems, bin: they claim that 
over-centralization has robbed 
many projects of ray chance of 
success. 

Similar bureaucratic ineffi¬ 
ciency and farmers’ ignorance 
have frustrated a new scheme to 
guarantee producers a fixed 
price for rice. Tbe scheme has 
also been sabotaged by some 
Government departments, which 
have succeeded in buying rice 
for export below the guaranteed 
price. 


Two ‘permissive’ papers 
banned in Singapore

The two newspapers—the 
Shin Min and the Min Pao— 
have both appealed against the 
decision, .which is to come into 
effect today. Newspapers in 
Singapore rad Malaysia have to 
renew their printing licences 
annually and die governments 
have used tins to keep the. press 
in line. 

Government officials said the 
to * 0 ‘ - newspapers had .been 
warned repeatedly over the 
Past 12 months to tone down 
axtides deemed to be “yellow 
culture ”—the local description 


for items which offend local 
. sensitivities. 

The two newspapers have 
concentrated on reports of this 
type rad' have a combined 
circulation of about 120,000 
daily. Among the offending 
items mentioned by Govern¬ 
ment officials were a photo¬ 
graph of a male striptease per¬ 
former before a group of 
'women and a report of _ a 
Buddhist abbot cohabiting with 
a mm in his monastery. 

This is tbe first ctosure of a. 
major newspaper in Singapore 
since the Singapore Herald-was 
dosed down eight years ago in 
-a confrontation -with tiie 
Government. 

The Malaysran Government 
cancelled the licences of a few 
political periodicals in recent 
years, when they, became 
.strongly critical of Government

Kampucheans put strain

AH the water for 82,000 
refugees at tiie Ehao I Dang 
camp, near tiie border, most be 
brought 30 utiles by road, 
according to Air - Marshal 
Siddhi Savetsila, Secretary- 
General of tiie National 
Security Council. 

A United Nations official said 
the camp needed. 300,000 
gallons a day which cost more 
than $4,000 (about £1,800}. 
Water from the same source is 
also being supplied in limited 
quantities to Kampucheans who 
come to tbe border to collect it. 

Thai officials in areas border¬ 
ing Kampuchea say such 


demands are threatening sap- 
plies to the border town of 
Aranyaprathet and other cen¬ 
tres of population. 

Air Marshal Siddhi said 
Thailand would continue its 
open door policy for Kam- 
puefaeans but entries had been 
reduced 

Tbe refugees might never be 
allowed back into Kampuchea, 
be said, and the burden of 
looking after, them would 
remain on Thailand. - 

The sick were being freely 
admitted but nobody else was 
being encouraged to enter 
Thailand- 

Air Marsha] Siddhi hinted

Retrospection always tempts us 
to look for trends. Bur 
curiously enough the Seventies, 
a period desperately concerned 
with belos trendy, offered very- 
little in the -way of trends 
worthy to be defined and 
seriously considered- It was a 
decade rather like that kind of 
blancmange known as " shape ” 
precisely because it has none 
except what it takes on from 
the mould in which it is 
made : one could actually force 
the amorphous mass of event 
and non-event and comment 
and speculation into almost 
any partem one wanted. But 
inherent shape and order can¬ 
not so readily be distinguished. 

In this the Seventies are like 
the Sixties. But the Sixties, 
whether at the time we liked 
them or not—and certainly iz 
would be very difficult indeed 
to like everything that turbu¬ 
lent period threw up— Hid have 
a sense of dynamism. Things 
were moving, sometimes vio¬ 
lently, and art was really news, 
rather than being artificially 
built up to be such. In the 
Seventies there seems to have 
been precious little movement 
in any direction; it has been 
pre-eminently the decade of 
anything-goes, with all the pop¬ 
ular styles of the last 30 years 
or so happily (or at least resig¬ 
nedly) coexisting. To look 
round the big show of current 
British art in Sheffield now is 
to lose all sense of direction, 
so wildly disparate are its man¬ 
ifestations. That is not, of 
course, necessarily a bad thing, 
except perhaps for critics try¬ 
ing hopefully to produce a 
□eat formulation. But it is in¬ 
teresting that the only really 
significant thing to be noted 
about the show as a whole is 
that it is taking place in Shef¬ 
field rather than London, and 
moreover is not co min g to 
London at any point on its 
projected tour. 

It is noticeable that even 
controversies about art tiiese 
days have a deja vu quality. I 
recently received a copy of a 
magazine entirely devoted to 
examining the crisis in the 
visual arts which the contribu¬ 
tors insist is with us right now. 
and 1 could not help noticing 
that all the concrete evidence 
they produced about the 
horrors of conceptual art and 
so on dated back nt least to 
1970, as though nothing had 
changed since. Also, it is worth 
bearing in mind that Carl 
Andre’s brides, which caused 
the biggest an rumpus of this 
or many another recent year, 
were in fact acquired by the 
Tate as tar back as 1972, and 
the piece itself dates (in con¬ 
ception at least) back to 1966. 
Surely something more worthy 
of so much fuss has happened 
since ? 

Probably not. What the 
Seventies have seen in terms 
of fashionable art movements 
are Conceptual Art and Hyper- 
or Photo-Realism. Conceptual 
Art—it is nor the art work

that counts, but the mental 
work that goes into its 
creation—was defined by a big 
show at the New York Cultural 
Centre in 1970. and by 1972 
people were already wondering 
what bad happened to it. 
Hyper-Realism came into its 
own at the Paris Biennale in 
1971 and even more the Docu- 
menta 5 show at Kassel the 
following year. It has proved 
more lastingly influential. For 
even though the intentions of 
the movement's originators had 
little to do with getting back 
to recognizable depictions of 
physical reality at all (their 
interest in the photographs 
from which they mostly work 
is entirely abstract) it bas al) 
helped, when mixed up with 
the remains of Pop Art, to 
make representation respec¬ 
table again. 

Suddenly this year we were 
in the curious position of find¬ 
ing that the paintings on show 
ar the Royal Academy’s Sum¬ 
mer Show tended (except 
when they were trying to be 
modern, of course) to look 
more up-to-date than mest of 
the works presented as pro¬ 
gressive in a rather frowsty 
Hayward Annual. Certainly, 
taken out of their Academy 
context and transplanted to 
any of three dozen smart 
modern galleries in New York, 
a lot of the new academics 
would not look at all out of 
place. 

Which might be a comfort 


for those worried about the 
crisis in the visual arts, but 
does not seem to be. Perhaps 
they find more comfort in the 
way that public attention dur¬ 
ing the Seventies has switched 
from contemporary arts to the 
pleasures of recolonising the 
past. Partly - it is a matter of 
packaging. The great Tutankh- 
amun exhibition, which bit 
London in 1972 and is still 
rraipsing round the world, 
obviously marked the 1 begin¬ 
ning of a new era in art show¬ 
manship. In consequence there 
have been a number of direct 
successors, such as The Genius 
of China (1973) and the Gold of 
El Dorado (1978). Nor were 
the “ best-sellers ” exclusively 
archeological: the Turner show 
at the RA in 1974 and the Con¬ 
stable at the Tate in 1976 were 
revelatory to long queues of 
-laymen as well as to specialists. 
And in Paris the new Centre 
Georges Pompidou, that monu¬ 
ment to instant period (“ My 
dear, isn’t it fun? So madly 
mid-Seveoties ! ”) bas actually 
turned its wide open spaces to 
most telling use since it 
opened in 1977 with its succes¬ 
sion of ambitious surveys of 
the early twentieth century, 
Paris-New York, Paris-Berun 
and Paris-Moscow. 

Everywhere, in effect, the 
past of the arts seems to have 
been more exciting than the 
present during the Seventies. 
As the heroic beginnings, of 
modern art get farther and far-

Last year it cost the Flying 
Osiers 550,000 just to keep 
their passports. The Osiers, a 
stunning trio of aerialists, were 
seen in Britain on Boxing Day 
when Billy Smart’s Christ¬ 
mas Circus spectacular was 
shown on television, bur there 
are vast areas of the world 
where they are nor allowed to 
perform, because their pass¬ 
ports are South African they 
are not even permitted to holi¬ 
day in such places as Senegal 
or ihe Soviet Union and in the 
past two years the United 
States has twice denied them 
work permits. 

It was their exclusion from 
Japan, however, that cost them 
their lost income. With con¬ 
tracts signed and all the for¬ 
malities except the visa stamps 
completed, the young leader of 
the croupe, Freddy Osier, flew 
from London to Vienna to 
complete the visa applications 
where he began them. There, 
just two weeks before their six- 
month season in Japan was to 
begin, they were told that the 
government would not permit 
any South Africans to perform 
in Japan. 

They are attractive and 
much sought-after performers 
and, at a bargain rate, they were 
quickly snapped up for the 
season by the Benneweiss 
Circus of Denmark. As well as 
Freddy Osier's spectacular tri¬ 
ple turn with a double 
pirouette,, the troupe boasts 
rite not inconsiderable beauty 
of his wife. Carol. That alone 
was a source of income to the 
circus, for one fan was sn 
smitten that he turned up 
every night in the same ring¬ 
side seat io watch her. 

Outside the ring, Carol's 
attractions have nor gone un¬ 
noticed by photographers and 
she featured as a playmate in 
tht German edition of the 
December Playboy. There could 
be few revelations there for 
circus fans, since her costumes, 
extraordinary confections 

designed by her husband, are 
calculated to leave her barelv 
covered though they manage to 
stay in place while she flies 
from the trapeze. 

Freddy explains how ht» 
achieved' such form-fitting 
exactness: “First, I draw the 
design on her body with a ball¬ 
point pen, then we don'r get 
anything done lor a couple of 
hours.” As well as Carol's cos¬ 
tumes. he designs and make*; 
the costumes for himself and 
for Naaf Louw, the troupe’s 
catcher. Before he learnt the 
skills of the trapeze, and after 
leaving school at an early age. 
it was stage and costume 
design that attracted him to 
shots- business. 

What he found instead was 
Keith Anderson, a self-taught 
down, aerialist and tumbler 
who single-handedly has estab¬ 
lished a circus tradition in 
South Africa. After being 
badly injured in a fall, he 





thee away, the personal links 
breaking one by one (among 
those who have, died during 
tiie decade are Max Ernst, 
Man Ray.

Often, 
it is true, £bese rediscoveries 
of the past are valued, coin ci- 
deotallv but importantly, for 
what they are likely to mean 
to the arts of the present. 

A show like last year’s big 
Hayward tribute to the Neue 
Sadilidikeii and German Rea¬ 
lism of the Twenties bas 
already left a very _ obvious 
mark on _new British painting, 
with ats powerful lessons on 
how to embody a soda! or 
political message • in work 
which has its own aesthetic 
validity. But something more 
apparently remote from cur¬ 
rent preoccupations, like the 
National Portrait Gallery’s 
wonderful Sargent show, can 
be in subtler ways equally in- 
fluentiai. 

Then there are the shows 
like the National Gallery’s 
Venetian Seventeenth Century 
Painting which are important 
not because they have anything 
to do with the state of painting 
now but because they help to

And ther2 are 
those shows—to come back to 
where Z began—which hold our 
the promise of introducing us 
to the work of exciting new or 
newish artists, and then let us 
down with a nasty bump. 

' The three Hayward Annuals 
so far have been in sharply 
descending order of interest, 
and this year’s seemed to me 
an almost total waste of time, 
apart from Bruce Russell’s 
eccentric circles. The Serpen¬ 
tine Gallery has kept on dog¬ 
gedly with (often) the most un¬ 
appetizing of recent work, bur 
the people reaHy turned out to 
see the cheery and approachable 
abstracts of John Hoyland, not 
I should say the most profound 
or the most varied of the cur¬ 
rent crop but in this particular 
context almost a modem clas¬ 
sic. And still some of the real 
modem classics are around, to 
teach us what the term means. 
Ben Nicolson’s latest show 
was one of the youngest, most 
vital,. most sheerly joyous of 
tile decade: where, alas, is the 
painter half his age who has 
half his strength and skill and 
simplicity? Let us hope the 
1980s will tell us.

Until the end of 
1971, Carol wus a student 
teacher in Cape Town, but 
lulfvay through that shs disco- 
voted the trepere which had 
bevn set up on the tenuis 
courts .of the Cape Town 
YMCA, and which has already 
produced a generation of 
circus performers. 

Two years ago she, and then 
Naaf. another Cape Town 
aeriaJist, jcined Freddy as Fly¬ 
ing Osiers. Tbeir value has 
gone up as a troupe since, and. 
the last American job offer 
»»7i; as the featured trzpeze act 
in a new venture by MGH Stu- 
dias ar the gEirbling centre of 
Reno, Nevedi. For the < second 
time, a work permit was 
denied. 

The Osiers are aware of 
thiir value to a circus, and or 
this year’s Sixrh International 
Festival of Circus in Monte 


Carlo, where the invitation to 
appear is an honour, they 
picked up a prize front ’ tbe 
DeutschlandhaTle Berlin. To 
them, it bas become a bitter 
irony that they must cantinas 
to perform- at a discount 
because of their passports. 
None of them bas lived in 
South Africa for more than 
seven years and Freddy bas 
been gone for 12, although all 
three are still undo- 30.

Bishop Berkeley’s coach 



Mankind is divided into those for 
whom Bishop Berkeley’s coach is no 
problem, and those for whom, once 
stated, the problem is one that nags 
at their minds until it has changed 
the world for them, making their- 
trarid not one of objects, but of per¬ 
ceptions and ideas. The coach first 
makes its spectral appearance m 
An Gssaii towards a New Theory of 
Vision which in 1709 was printed in 
Dublin, “by Aaron Rhames, at the 
back of Dick’s Coffee House” and 
one may read it in Sir Geoffrey 
Keynes? 'Bibliography. 

“From what we have shown it is 
a manifest consequence, that the 
ideas of space, outness and things 
based at a distance are not, strictly 
speaking, the object of sight. They 
are not otherwise perceived by the 
eye, and by the ear. Sitting in my 
study I hear a coach drive along 
the streets. 1 look through the 
casement and see it. Z walk out and 
enter into it Thus, common speech 
would incline one to think, I heard, 
saw and touched the same thing, 
viz the coach. Jt is, nevertheless, 
certain the ideas intromitted by each 
sense are widely different, and dis¬ 
tinct from each other; bur having 
been observed constantly to go to¬ 
gether, they are spoken of as one 
and the same thing.” 

It may be for practical purposes, 
that we are as well off considering 
that a coach is a coach is a coach. 

It is not disgraceful to accept our 
habitual associations of ideas. What 
is certain is that things which are 
not objects, and never were objects, 
that are ideas, should be recognized 
as such, and that our association with 
other ideas will change what we 
think they are. 

One such idea is that of a nation, 
end in particular the British nation. 
How are we to think of Britain ? We 
can think of her history, of Trafalgar 
or Agincourt, the Doomsday Book 
the Great Reform Bill or Henry 
viirs six wives. We can make the 
association of a White Paper and 
think of British Ley land, the gross 

national product, the index link of 
public sector pensions or the oil 
gurgling in the North Sea. We can 
think like a politician, of the ballot 
boxes, of the party conferences mop¬ 
ping and crowing at Blackpool, or 
ministers and shadows playing ping 

I long at the despatch box. How 
ittle these associations help us to 
form an idea of Britain. 

The idea one can form of a nation 
is unavoidably superficial and arbi¬ 
trary. To understand a nation is to 
understand the personality of a 
people, and to understand persona¬ 
lity is even harder in the case of a 
people than it is in that of an indi-

viduaL Personalities are formed 
round the will and imagination of the 
person; hpw can _ one discover the 
will and imagination of a people? 
What is certain is that, the will and 
imagination of Britain are not en¬ 
gaged by the tasks with which 
Britain now has to deal. 

The British are not much moved 
by economics, or economies, or by 
technology, and only a tittle by 
science. Thev no longer, as a nation, 
set themselves to achieve - high 
economic objectives, and they _ are 
both bored and resentful when it is 
suggested that they ought to do so. 
Some individuals seek high economic 
objectives, usually of personal wealth 
but often also' of more general 
development. These individuals tend 
to be regarded with curiosity, some¬ 
times with, suspicion, often with 
jealousy. 

Many of the British do have an 
economic ambition, but it is to he 
comfortable, not to be rich. Nor dn 
the British wish to change to new 
technology; gradually over the 
centuries they have adapted to the 
discoveries of science, but only for 
brief periods have they done so with 
enthusiasm, and the last time was 
more than a century ago, under the 
influence of a foreign prince. 

In Isaiah Berlin’s essay on Georges 
SoreL* he observes that "the great 
machine of science does not yield 
answers to problems of metaphysics 
or morality: to reduce the central 
problems of human life to problems 
of means, that is. of technology, is 
not to understand what they are” 
This is something the British accept; 
whatever else they may be they are 
not worshippers of technology, or of 
supposedly scientific political 
theories. 

It is not surprising that the nation 
whose poet is 'Shakespeare should at 
heart be indifferent both to the 
doctrines of Adam Smith, and of Karl 
Marx; these philosophers’ tempera¬ 
ment of thought—the logical clarity 
of the Scot, the prophetic socialism 
of the German—are alike alien to 
British common sense. The British 


regard lucidity _ as superficial and 
intellectual passion as ill mannered; 
this protects them both from 
enlightenment and enthusiasm. 

Yet the British do not seem now 
to respond either to the rails of 
metaphysical or moral challenge. 
There is something downhearted 
about the modern English at prayer. 
Of course many of their churches 
were first built before die 
Reformation, and one reads in their 
architecture a different and medieval 
spirituality. Yet one can see in the 
clearly Anglican church architecture 
of Wren’s period, -that there was 
another time when the Englishman 
had confidence in his worship. 

The confidence is there in the 
literature too; no one who reads 
spiritual books at all can read with¬ 
out admiration and love the spiritual 
writings of George Berkeley himself, 
of Jeremy Taylor, of Joseph Butler 
or of William Law. Unfortunately, 
the British hare little idea of the 
wealth of this literature, which is 
comparable to the wealth of English 
poetry. 

St Paul’s Cathedral is one of the 
greatest cathedrals in the world; it 
is the equal of St Peter's in Rome as 
a masterpiece of spiritual as opposed 
to merely ecclesiastical architecture. 
It has a different thrust from St 
Peter's; both as is natural to the 
baroque style, are buildings which 
leave in the mind a strong impres¬ 
sion of movement, but St Paul's with 
its deep internal perspectives and its 
long axis, has a much stronger 
direction of movement. St Peter’s 
movement is a general outward 
explosion of the circumference, like 
plum pudding aflame with brandy; 
St Paul’s drives forward, a stern 
vehicle of grace determined to arrive 
at its destination. 

Yet the British do not crowd into 
St Paul’s, Sunday after Sunday, ser¬ 
vice after service, to express a 
national sense of worship and of awe, 
to make it their Mayflower. If they 
are asked by a public opinion poll, 
most of them say that they believe 


in God, but for most it is a cool and 
indifferent belief, not one which re¬ 
quires collective worship or perhaps 
action of any kind. Just as they have 
no great desite to be rich, so they 
have no great desire to be boly; in 
both economic and religious matters 
the British desire to be comfortable; 
in religious matters thev settle for 
a lower standard of comfort and the 
most comfortable materially often 
settle for the barest spiritual poverty. 

In morality the British are per¬ 
haps to be seen at their best. They 
are peaceable. Their moderation 
makes them good neighbours; they 
are often good citizens; they support 
charity. Yet the morality which re¬ 
quires bard thought and difficult 
action, in particular the morality 
which cuts against the grain of senti¬ 
ment, finds out their weakness. 

For dogs, yes; for starring chil¬ 
dren,, great generosity; for cancer, 
certainly. But For single parents, not 
so much. For prisoners, not at a4J. 
We have for years had over-crowded 
prisons where convicts live in condi¬ 
tions that are a scandal to our 
country. It is not a matter on which 
politicians believe that greater ex¬ 
penditure would have popular sup¬ 
port 

How will such a.nation fare in the 
1980s? The economic problems will 
not be solved unless the spiritual 
need is met Britain will not be saved 
by silicon chips, though Britain 
mighr well be undone by failing to 
use them. The sickness of the nation 
is that it lacks a guiding purpose, 
a central idea around which other 
ideas can be organized. Such central 
' ideas have been found In politics, 
though political ideas have the 
capacity to animate a society only 
for a Limited time; with revolutions 
as with volcanos, the lava cools be¬ 
fore long. 

Such central ideas the individual 
can often find in abstract ideals, 
though it is doubtful whether a 
whole society can be inspired by 
justice or compassion, or any similar 
motive in its impersonal form. 
Far more often, and more strongly, 


the animating idea has historically 
been religious, and indeed religious 
belief seems to act like a conductor 
of the mind, 'setting' the whole' 
orchestra to play in harmony. 

For those who are believers, 
Christian or otherwise, this may be 
an acknowledged truth. Those who 
are not, including those who approach 
religious subjects from the point of 
view of dogmatic con belief, may 
take the lesser point of an appar¬ 
ently true story told by John Locke: 
“A young gentleman,'having learnt- 
to dance, and that to greet perfec¬ 
tion, there happened to stand an bid 
trunk in'the room where he learned. 
The idea of this remarkable piece of 
household stuff had so mixed itself 
with the rums and steps of all his 
dances, that though in tiiat chamber 
be could dance excellently vrsH, yet 
it was only whilst that trunk was 
there; nor could he perform well in 
any other place, unless that or some 
such other trunk had ks due position 
io the room.” Lacking a leading idea, 
Britain stumbles buffoon ishly over 
the steps of the modem dance. 

As for the British penple, Bishop 
Berkeley thought this of them. “ What 
might nave been is only conjecture. 
What bos been, it is not difficult to 
know. Thai there is a vein in Britain 
of as rich a a ore as ever was in anv 
country, I wiH not deny; but It lies 
deep and will cost pains to come ar; 
and extraerddnary pa-ms. require an 
extraordinarv motive.” The- words 
are from Alcinkron, which was first 
published in 1732. One might think 
they apply more powerfully to the 
Britain of the 19S0s than they did to 
the age of Sir Robert Walpole. 

We bare no way to judge the rim¬ 
ing of any awakening of Britain’s 
extraordinary motive. Such revivals 
spring from humility, not from pride, 
but Britain has indeed been suffering 
a exaduaj term humiliation. 

Nor can we he sore that it trill 
come, if it comes, without bringing 
great troubles and even wrongs with 
it. We do nor know wftet the state nf 
the British nation really is; we can 
hear the coach, the clatter of hooves 
and wheels and harness; we can see 
tile colours, a pattern of naint and 
light. But the coach itself is an idea 
we can only know through imperfect 
and separate, perception. Perhaps 
Berkeley’s coach already has Locke’s 
old trunk on board, though that can 
as vet neither be seen nor heard. 
Perhaps the idea of Britain is a T ready 
pregnant with the idea that will save 
Brittain.

MOSCOW DIARY 


Broomball, 
such a deadly 


serious game 


Tbe Russians must think us 
foreigners crazy. Every winter, 
just as the frost begins to get 
a grip and the Russians get 
ready for sensible sports such 
os skating and skiing, foreigners 
start trooping into the hardware 
shops. There they buy ordinary 
Russian hand brooms made nf 
dried feathery reeds, bound to¬ 
gether with split sticks. 

Buriy counsellors, attaches, 
First Secretaries, businessmen 
aud journalists go out clutching 
their prizes. A few days later 
they can be seen melting thrir 
way round Moscow clad in the 
most extraordinary garb—plas¬ 
tic helmets, swearers of all 
hues, jeans with huge plastic 
shin shields taped on their legs 
and firm shoes. Samstimes they 
explain elliptically to puzzled 
policemen; “ BrcombaJI '. 

Broomball is a purely Moscow 
game. It started about 20 years 
ego whed the eponymous 
founder, a Second Secretary zt 
the British embassy, walloped 
a children’s plastic ball across 
the frozen embassy tennis court 
with a Russian broom. 

And, like the game of rugby, 
new tradition was 


Canadian chauvinists occa¬ 
sionally contend that the game 
began in North America. But 
although there is a game played 
with long-handled brooms, it 
bears only marginal resem¬ 
blance to the genuine Moscow 
version.

Basically, Broomball is a 
modification of ice hockey, with 
only six players a side. But 
since the rules state you have 
to wear rubber-soled shoes, it is 
an impossibly silly gome as you 
cannot stop on the ice. 

Players hurtle about in all 
directions. Sometimes the ball 
stops tan taliz:ugly close to you, 
but as in a bad dream vou just 
cannot move towards it as your 
momentum is still taking you 
away in the other direction. 

Over ifca years the game 
developed. Teams, were formed, 
a league was drawn up, second 
secretaries from other embas¬ 
sies began to join in. It was 
found that the broom packed a 
much better punch if the 
feathery twigs were bound up 
with string—better still, curved 
round at die end to form a 
hpok, and tightly wrapped with 
Sticky tape. 

The authentic broomball 
stick now looks nothing like an 
instrument for sweeping the 
floor—though tiie rules state 
that the bristles must still peek 
out at the end. Dipping tbe 
broom in water and allowing it 


to freeze overnight is definitely 
forbidden, however. 

The game could only be 
played at the British embassy 
as it was the only place with 
a fenced tennis court that 
could be flooded aod frozen. 
But anything involving ice soon 
attracts Scandinavians, and 
they too formed teams. The 
Finnish embassy made its rink 
available, and so too did the 
new Swedish Embassy. The 
Saturday afternoon games alter¬ 
nated between the three. This 
year the Malaysians, who do 
not play, very generously 
donated their court—possibly 
to try and find out what aces 


Amateur 


nonchalance 


Now broombaM has become a 
deadly serious affair. There are 
13 men’s and eight women's 
teams this year. The entry of 
the Finns and the Americans 
did much to destroy the old 
amateur nonchalance. The 
Finns play to win—and usually 
da. But the American Marines 
are cot lightly betrteo, and the 
Canadians hare brought some 
of their tough ice-hockey tactics 
to the sport. 

All sorts of new rules had to 
be invented to stop people being 
smashed to bits oo the ice. You 
may not touch tbe ball with 


your hands, or kick it. you must 
not lift your broom above your 
shoulder to stop a boll ( M nigh- 
sticking "), or bash your oppo¬ 
nent in the face whli it 
C cross-sticking”). Consistently 

unsportsmanlike behaviour gets 

you thrown off the court for two 
minutes. 

If your broom falls to bits 
in mid-game—a« it often does— 
you may change it, and you can 
swap players any time, though 
no more than six may be on tbe 
ice at any moment. There is no 
off-side, and the ball is always 
** live ”, so if it does go into a 
snow bank at tbe side of the 
ice. you can hack around witb 
your stick trying to dig it out 
The goalie can throw the bail 
within a certain zone. 

Each game has three referees, 
and lasts an hour, broken up 
into three 20-minute periods. It 
is traditional to have a good 
gulp of vodka and hot coffee in 
between Derinds. 

I played my first game at the 
opening of the season. Our team 
k called “The Moscow Pits” 
(no one quite knows what 
P.I.T.S. stands for, but we have 
various rude interpretations!. 
We have bright orange sweat¬ 
ers ordered, of course, from 
Helsinki, with a pretty design 
on the front, and on tbe back 
the single Russian letter “ya” 
(a back-to-front Rj which means 
i‘ r. The idea is that the ref 


cannot easily identify us as each 
can respond “ I ? ". 

One idiosyncrasy of broomball 
is that you are allowed to use 
yow plastic shin-shields as 
sledges. The best way of getting 
across the ice fast is to £3 
down on your knees and launch 
yourself at your opsxmeiK. The 
result is a huge collision. 

Our team is dedicated to re 
•storing the amateur status of 
the game, but I am afraid we 
ere taken as a bit of a joke. We 
refused to practice (unlike both 
the men's and the women’s 
teams of the Anglo-American 
school, who were out practising 
the moment snow first fell). 

_ But our co-captain, a magni¬ 
ficently rotund commercial at¬ 
tache at the American Embassy, 
fills the entire goal and gained 
us a moral victory by holding 
us to a defeat of only 7—2 by 
the SA.S. ( S ca n da n avian All- 
Stars! team.

Moscow has been deenlv tinuous war with Muslims and This is the price the So 


A mistake ? 


the list of these priciplcs are 
those so frequently enunciated 
by the Soviet Union itself 
—non-intervention, respect for 
sovereignty, non-aggression, non¬ 
use of force. 

These principles were violated 
in the invasion of Czechoslovakia, 
and the Soviet Union paid a 
fairly heavy price in the loss of 
loyalty among western com¬ 
munists and the loss of hope 
among reformist communists in 
eastern Europe who might in the 
long run have created an area 
more sympathetic to the Soviet 
Union than will now be possible. 
But the west was relatively 
tolerant because the invasion was 
confined within an area which 
had come to be respected as part 
of the Soviet Union's security 
system. 

The invasion of Afghanistan 
does not even have rhis very 
limited justification. There was 
no visible threat to Soviet 
security. Nor is there any 
credible evidence of an invita¬ 
tion. The invasion was just a 
straightforward military’ opera¬ 
tion against a foreign country. 
The first inevitable effect, there¬ 
fore, is to destroy every last 
vestige of credibility in Soviet 
promises to respect international 
rules of behaviour. Who will 
now listen with anything but 
derision when Soviet representa¬ 
tives make speeches abour 
sovereignty and non-interven¬ 
tion ? Who'will take seriously a 
Soviet signature on declarations 
of this sort ? 


itself. Moscow has been deeply 
unsettled by events in Iran. 

Seen from Moscow the regime 
of Mr Amin was squandering a 
Soviet investment in Afghani¬ 
stan that had been build up over 
many years. He was antagoniz¬ 
ing Muslim neighbours and, 
worst of all. - losing the battle 
against Muslim insurgents with¬ 
in bis own country. He was also 
allowing a lot of Soviet advisors 
to ..be killed. Moscow may well 
have feared that he would be 
overthrown and replaced bv a 
militant Islamic regime of the 
Iranian tvpe. With more than 
forty million Muslims of their 
own they could do without this 
type of regime on their borders. 

One more step 

The size of the military opera¬ 
tion certainly indicates nervous¬ 
ness. If the aim had ., been 
merely to change the regime ;t 
could have been achieved by 
simpler methods, probably with¬ 
out any overt armed interven¬ 
tion at all. The aim must have 
been to put a quick lid on in¬ 
surgency. 

The Soviet leaders may then 
have been tempted by the gains 
to be won from a swift seizure 
of full control in Afghanistan. 
First of all it would represent 
an historic military and terri¬ 
torial gain—and military men 
may well be in the ascendant in 
the manoeuvres to determine the 
successor to Mr Brezhnev. The 
effective frontiers of the Soviet 
Union would again bave been 
pushed outwards, and another 
step taken towards .the warm 
waters. More tempting still, the 
Sovier Union would be better 
placed to take advantage of a 
possible collapse of the 
Khomeini regime in Iran, for if 
such a collapse does occur the 
left wing is likely to step 
forward as the only organized 


to be utterly dependent on a 
foreign power. This will not do 
him or the Russians much good. 

Nor will neighbouring coun¬ 
tries fail to see that if tbe 
Russians can invade Afghanistan 
without tbe slightest excuse 
relating to their own security 
they cain do the same to others. 
This is not the way to win 
Friends. It may win influence by 

- inspiring fear, and this is 
certainly a factor to be reckoned 
with, but militant Islam tends to 
be relatively unfrightened.

This is tbe price the Soviet 
leaders have imposed upon them¬ 
selves. It remains for the west 
to seek to show that aggression 
does not pay. Nato has already 
held consultation. There is 
unanimity on the seriousness of 
the situation but not yet on what 
is to be done. Predictably, Mrs 
Thatcher is for a somewhat 
tougher line than some of her 
European colleagues. However, it 
is early days yet, and there is no 
need to rush. In the first place 
it is good diplomacy to give the- 
Russians a chance to carry out 
their promised withdrawal before' 
appearing to'lose face by doing 
so. Secondly, it is . important to 
weigh considerations carefully. 

Obviously the first step is to 
go «o tbe Security Council, and 
this-is being taken. The .Sovier

From the Bishop of Durham 

Sir, Now that same of the doctrinal 
debate within the Roman Catholic 
Church has spilled over into 
criticism of the Church of England 
for its apparent lack of doctrinal 
standards, it might be instructive 
to recall earlier correspondence on 
the Prayer Book, in which the 
Church of England was criticized 
for wanting a liturgy more in tunc 
with present-day theological under¬ 
standing. 

Anglicans are used to critics who 
want to have it both ways, and I am 
not concerned to make a cheap 
point about the via media. More 
centra) to the present discussion is 
tbe relationship between liturgy and 
doctrine and the claim, to which I 
would myself subscribe, that in the 
last resort Christian truth has to be 
prayed and lived rather than 
expressed in authoritative proposi¬ 
tions. 

Liturgical revision is thus a 
theological activity, perhaps the 
most basic theological activity in 
whicb a church can engage. It 
follows from this that the test of 
orthodoxy is essenriallv a liturgical 
test. The essence of belief in the 
Incarnation is, and I would suggest 
always has been, a willingness to 
treat Jesus Christ as an object of 
worship. The essence of belief in 
the Trinity to a willingness to pray 
to the Father, through the Son, in 
the Spirit. 

In the Declaration of Asseut, 
clergy of the Church of England are 
asked in general terms whether 
they stand within its doctrinal 
tradition. Then comes the- quite 
specific declaration: “ I will use 
only the forms of service which 
arc authorized or allowed by 
Canon 

The fact that the range of services 
now authorized is very wide is a 
reflection of the broad doctrinal 
hasc on which the Church of Eng¬ 
land stands. It is absurd to suggest, 
however, that the range is without 
limits, and that “anything goes” 
either liturgicaUy or doctrinally. 
Clear limits have been set, and 
clergy who cannot with integrity 
keep inside them should be 
persuaded to do the honourable 
thing, and resign.

The superficial judgment of our 
many critics, who have various solu¬ 
tions for curing our ills ranging 
from hiving off to liquidation, is 
that the British motor industry has 
no future.

Tbe truth is that competition in 
the motor industry in Britain is 
keener than in any other country 
in Europe, so any weaknesses are 
exploited rapidly.

Our own experience at University 
College Hospital with infants of 
very low birth weight is different 
from that postulated by your 
Correspondent. A programme of 
intensive care designed to prevent 
dearii or damage to vulnerable 
organs such as the brain was started 
at the end of 1965. The mortality 
rate for infants comparable in 
weight to those in the Melbourne 
study fell to half rhe national 
average. Because we were afraid 
that this decrease in mortality 
might have been achieved at the 
. expense of an increase. in the 
incidence of handicap we have kept 
the survivors under surveillance. 
Detailed information is available 
about 376 of the 382 children who 
weighed 1500 grams or less and 
were .admitted to our hospital in 
die years 1966 to 1977. The progress 
of 336 (90 per cent) does not differ 
in any significant way from that 
expected in infants bora at full 
term. Of the 1S6 children who have 
reached five years or more of age, 
only 17 have to attend special 
schools. Excluding two children who 
are too retarded to tear, the mean 
intelligence quotient of the 77 who 
have reached eight years is 100.

There 
was no stone, no memorial, nothing - 
other than an unimpressive notice • 
stating that rhe Japanese had built 
a bridge in the area during the last 
war. 

Tbe war cemetries some kilo¬ 
metres away at Chungkai and Kan- 
chanaburi, maintained by the War 
Graves Commission, were sensitively . 
laid out and obviously caringly 
maintained, but surely someone, 
somewhere, should commemorate at 
the River the blood, sweat and 
tears, to use a cliche, that went into 
the construction of the historic . 
bridge. 

Living in the past may not be 
a particularly constructive attitude 
of mind but in these days of con¬ 
tinual self denigration surely a little 
pride is not misplaced.

A bitter pill for dyspeptic cynics chewing over the twin evils of drugs and commercialism in the 6 lost 1 decade 

Would the action men of the 80s please step forward

The dyspeptic cynics have had 
their say at the burr end of the 
old decade. The Instant pun- 
dr cs are already proclaiming Chat 
the mood of the last " lost " 
decade will spill over into the 
1980s. So spurt will be in a de- 
hifiaced state to KTriutand rhe 
twin evils of drugs and commer¬ 
cialism, the argnmenr runs. 

Now is the time—in the hooey- 
moon of the new decade—for all 
good optimists and erne to make 
their voices beard. Even an 
optimist must admit that drugs 
are a serious me nance. However, 
the problem can be rooted out: 
toe punishment must be made to 
fit the crime. What is the nse 
of the 18 -month suspensions 
handed out to miscreants in ath¬ 
letics in recent years leaving 
them free to return when their 
sentences are completed ? A life 
ban from competitive sport would 
seem more appropriate. 

Without delay we should insti¬ 


gate new “ Salt “ (Spornni 
Abuse Limitation Talks) between 
East and West. Athletics and 
gymnastics are the prime target*, 
although other sports are m*t 
above suspicion—as rhe Willie 
Jnhnston affair in the 197S foot¬ 
ball World Cup showed. 

One of tbe saddest sight; oi the 
list decade was Nadia Comaneci 
at the world sympasrics champion¬ 
ships in Texas last month. Miss 
Comaneci, a goddess at home in 
Romania and a heroine the world 
over, was reduced to a wraith in 
an effort to prolong the girlish 
body which is the hallmark of 
modern women gymnasts She 
was depressed, dehumanized and 
desexed In the quest for excel¬ 
lence. whether of her own voli¬ 
tion or not we do not know-. Olga 
Korbut, another gymnastic darling 
of the 1970s, blazed brightly be¬ 
fore the gross demands on her 
body overtook her : photographs 
of a mature, married Olga Korbut 
showed a woman old before her 
time. 


We are ware of the danger or 
drugs and brutal Training methods. 
There is reason for hope if aware¬ 
ness is turned into action. Here 
we rely on the administrators and 
participants. Administrators have 
taken the blame fur (ailing to face 
up to the pressures of cemmur- 
cialism. The new generation may 
cope better with the advance of 
Aitila the Ad-man because It has 
been spoonfed on materialism. 

Bjorn Borg, whose four Wimble¬ 
don ricroricj have made him an 
outstanding figure, is a child of 
the age of affluence. He has 
come to terms with the mental 
and commercial pressures of his 
success and maintained an admir¬ 
able standard of behaviour 
throughout. The same can be said 
of Christine Even-Lloyd, Borg’s 
female tennis counterpart. 

It was thought that commercial¬ 
ism would destroy tennis, hut 
rliere Is life in the game yet and 
the example of Borg and Mrs 
Lloyd should be a beacon for the 
coming generation (who are not 


much younger!. In golf, too, there 
are fine examples of sportsman¬ 
ship nad there Is no evidence that 
tbe vast sums of money ot stake 
ire corrupting the new breed— 
Ballesteros, IVarjon. Rogers, 
Zoellcr and Nancy Lopez—any¬ 
more than it minted Nicklaus. 
Player and co. 

Here iies a message or hope for 
cricket, supposedly in the throes 
of transformation from cultivated 
pastime to crude circus. The 
recent instances of player power- 
without-res possibility by Lillee 
and lan Chappell should, be scr 
azainst the “ old-fashioned ’’ 
virtue of sportsmanship shown by 
Greg Chappell, who overruled an 
umpire m the last Test match 
asainst the West Indies and gave 
Vivian Richards the benefit of 
the doubt about a “ catch ” in 
Che slips. Randall, too. gave him¬ 
self out In England's match 
against Queensland when the 
umpire had ruled him in. 

Cricket should be bigger than 
any player or entrpreneur. It sur¬ 
vived the hodyllne furore and ir 


can put the Packer business to 
positive use. provided that the 
authorities take a firmer grip than 
the Australian Cricket Board have 
latelv. They have done no one any 
favours by their leniency to Lillee 
and Ian ChappeD. 

Athfedcs faces some hard deci¬ 
sions in the. 1980s, drugs apart. 
To recoin the credibility and re¬ 
spectability over the question or 
“ shamateurism ’* the logical Step 
may be to follow the path of 
tennis and badminton and go 
open. What then of the Olympic 
ideal ? That seems badly enough 
tarnished by drags and profes¬ 
sionalism- to require a radical re¬ 
think. As this article has tried to 
show professionalism and sports¬ 
manship are by no means incom¬ 
patible. Sebastian Coe, for 
instance, would seem to be cap¬ 
able of sportsmanship whether be 
is paid or not. - 

So, away with all pessimists. If 
the will and sense axe applied the. 
problems Of sport can be solved 
—or is that, baring for the moon?, 
it ought not to be-

Trainers must be patient in 
fight against ‘ the virus ’

As vre enter the 1980s the raring 
Industry, In common with the rest 
of Great -Britain, faces an uncer¬ 
tain future. ' Whether prize money 
will be able to keep pace with 
Inflation; whether the. richer 
countries win continue to drain 
of ns of out best'btodrfV these 
and countless' other problems will 
grow rather than dlmtnidi in the 
future.. But it is the practical 
problems posed by what is looselv 
termed as “ the virus ** which will 
be uppermost in' most trainers 1 
minds. 

Of the leading stables in the 
land in 1879 only those of Henry 
Cedi, Dick Hern and Michael 
Stoute.were relatively free of-the 
countless strains of Influenza and ' 
coughing. On the other ;.band 
the season was virtually a non- 
event as far.us Peter Walwyn was. 
concerned. And die powerful 
yards, of. men like . Barry ,Hills. 
John Dunlop and Brace Hobbs 
w^re ad out ot. action for varying 
periods. 

Trainers rant and rave about 
the inefficiency of the veterinary 
profession over tbe fact, that 
animals which have cost hundreds 
of thousands of pounds stand list¬ 
lessly in their boxes, coughing 
their beads- off. -This -is under¬ 
standable as oot only Is their, 
owners' capital depredating.-: blit 
their own ZivcZiboorf Is at 'stake. - 

However, a. great. deal of pro¬ 
gress has been made with.horses. 
The vets now know that there are 
two main types of Influenza that 
attack, racehorses. - the: " Prague ”. 
and the “ Miami " strains. Ax rhe 
beginning, of . every.' season, a. 
vaccine which, incorporates, pro-, 
faction against both these 'respira¬ 
tory .ailments, can be Inoculated. 
It Is only compulsory for horses' 
entering this country for .perms- . 
nent residence and"for those gotner 
to race abroad In countries which 


insist on this inoculation. 

However, there is a snag about 
this vaccine which has - caused 
unto ld trouble this season. The 
strain known as “ Prague ” Is the 
most common and immunization 
lasts for 12 months. The " Miami " 
strain on the other band Is for 
less usual. But this autumn this 
particular virus which was believed 
to have been imported by visiting 
show Jumpers, started to affect 
racehorses from mid-summer on¬ 
wards. Immunization against this 
particular infection only lasts for 
three or tour months, so &£ajor 
Hern, to name but erne' trainer, 
had his horses inoculated three 
times this past season. .This is 
Common practice in the United 
States 

Looking at the problem in its 
wider aspects some trainers behove 
that a statutory body should be set 
up n make Inoculation compulsory 

Talking to a leading veterinary 
surgeon ar Newmarket; however, 
he rather doubted whether this was 
practicable or whether it would 
work. 

•' This is tbe old excuse of inertia 
and therefore invalid. Bnt the cx- 
- pert's second objection was far 
more realistic. “ Don't forger that 
these are the only two 'strains thar 
have.been, isolated and that we can 
manage to protecr trainers against. 
There are still many other forms 
of infection about which we as yet 
-know nothing. We are alrcadv a 
bureaucracy-ridden state and I do 
not think that any further regula¬ 
tions on this subject would be 
Justifiable at present. 21 

The main hope lies in the new 
Viral Centre which will shortly be 
opened' ar Balia ton Lodge,' New¬ 
market and which will concentrate 
solely on Infections of the respira¬ 
tory tract. It will operate under the 
aegis of the Ecroine Research Cen¬ 
tre,' which Is the-most-up to date 
tn Europe-.

Hobart, Tasmania, Jan 1.—The 
tiny Tasmanian sloop, Screw 
Loose, today became the smallest 
yacht to win the annual Sydney 
to Hobart ocean race. The 30-foot 
Ron Holland-designed half-toon er 
skippered by Rob Gumming, of 
Heybridge, sprinted into Hobart 
with the aid of a stiff 40 knot 
south-easterly wind to snatch pro¬ 
visional victory on corrected time. 

Screw Loose reached Hobart 54 
minutes after midnight yesterday, 
almost one and a half days after 
the giant Sydney yacht. Bumble¬ 
bee, took Roe honours on Satur¬ 
day. Screw Loose is the flirt 
Tasmanian yacht to win sinde 
Westword in 1948, and it placed 
ahead of two other half-tonnera, 
Wheelbarrow and Apelie—toe 
second smallest competitor in toe 
record fleet of 147 starters.
